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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Feibelman et al. teaches a data provision device 
for providing a user with data note communication device interface element 40 figure 1 . Feibelman et al. provides for the limitation 
"determination means" note provisioning device engine 30 f figure 1, "data transmission means" see figure 2, I/O ports, and "transmission 
means" note figure 3 element 35. Also Feibelman et al. teaches a charge process note order database (32) of figure 3 and information 
acquisition means element 32 figure 3. Applicant's argument that Feilbelman et al. does not address the present inventions prior art 
problem of the aviodance of duplicating delivery of orders is not a limitation of the present claims.Feibelman et al's provides for the 
limitation "a transaction process is completed" through the provisioning script based upon rules see column 6 lines 5-9 and lines 22-56 . 
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
